ELECTRIC CARS. 


To be Used in Competition With the Man- 
chester Ship Canal. 


The motor car has long been a familiar 
sight in the etreeta of Paris, and the 
French haveshown great ingenuity in} 
the invention and improvement of the 
different types of this convenient vehicie. 
It seems not unlikely that before long it 
will be as great a favorite in England as 
itis in France. A scheme is on foot to 
supersede a large numbe’ of the London 
omalbuses by electric vehicles, It is eaid 
that the electric omnitus is to surpass in 
comfort and spaciougness anything of the 
kind hitherto ccnstrncted. Moreover, 
the service will be quicker, and the ban- 
iehment of the horse will make the roats 
cleaner and jess unheaithy, more part ¢- 
ularly a3 nearly all the main thorouzh- 
fares in Loncon are paved with wood. 
The motor car is to be @ leading factor in 
another great enterp ise. The grip cf 
Liverpool on the shipping trade has been 
so loosened by the competition of Man- | 
chester that the ship owners and mer- 
chants of the city have become alive to 
the necessity for taking meatures to re- 
tain their trade. 

They propose to introduce motor cara, 
each of which shall be capable of drawing 
three wagons, carrying ten tons of pro- 
duce. The wagons are to be loaded at 
the ehip’s side, and the special advantage 
of their use will be that goods can in 
this way be conveyed without transfer to 
other vehicles direct to the warehouse, 
wherever it may be situated ‘The 
ordinary highways will be utilized 
for this purpose and no raila will 
be laid. It is expected that by 
this means the cost of conveying 
merchandize tv and from Mancheater and 
other towns will be reduced to a point 
with which the ship canal cannot com- 
pete, and the further expectation is that 
the railway companies will be compelled 
in self defence to lower their rates, 
which again will tell against the ship 
cancl. It is believed that a fully loaded 
train of three wazous can be drawn at a 
uniform epeed of six miles an hour. 
Another proposed application of the 
motor car 1s that now under discussing 
by the town council of Dover, Ken, for 
devoting a number of horselesa vehicles 
to the street scavenging eervic2 of the 
town.

An Atlanta farmer has created a sen- 
sation in agricultural circles by being 
waited on by a committee of south Geor- 
gians appointed by the farmers of that 
section of the estate to buy from him the 
seed from acrop ofcotton. The price to 
be paid for the seed is $18.000. The man 
who raised and owns the valuable cotton 
seed ic Mr. Jackson, a well-known far- 
mer, who lives on and cultivates the farm 
of Tax Co!lector Stewart. Thecitizens of 
south (seorgia are not the only persons 
who are anxious to become owners of 
the cotton seed. Other men throughout 
this state have made offers almost as 
flattering. a!l of which have been refused 
by Jackson. 

The unnataral part of the offer to be 
made Jackson by the committee from 
south Georgia ie the fact that the men 
who will buy the seed do not wish to 
plant them. On the contrary, ifthey get 
possession of the secd they will destroy 
them as quickly as poszible, taking care 
that nota single seed escapes. Sncha 
price ast that for cotton seed was never 
heard of before. Jacksop has received 
hundreds of offere for his seed, but even 
was surprised when he heard that a com- 
mittee would wait on him for the purpore 
of offering him as high as 218,000 for his 
crop of seed, 

The seed have a histor; of a kind that 
is natnrally interesting. Several years 
ago Mr. Jackson was presented with 
them bya Jew who had brought them 
from the interior of Afri-a, from a part 
of the dark continent on which the foot 
of white men treads, The Jew 
had joined an exp!oring party which had 
etaried to the centre of Africa. 
wealthy, and went on the trip simply 
for the novelty of the experience. While 
in the very middle of Africa the party 
came across some cotton, the stalke of 
which were over twenty fect in height.

“THE FAMINE IN INDIA. 


Large Shipments of California Wheat are 
Being Sent to Calcutta. 


Dietres3 is feared in the districta of 
Saugor, Jubbalpur, Nursingpur, Hoshan- 
yabud and a part of Kajpur, in the cen- 
tralprovinces. The general prospecis in 
Bengal are gloomy If there is no fain 
in November the distress may be serious 
ina-partof Patnaand Bhajalpur. , The 
fears; however, are perhaps . exaggerated. 
Itelief works have been opened in three 
districts of Upper Burman, and relief is 
likely to be wanted every wiiere in Berar, 
Distress is alao expected in Hyderabad, 
Bhurtipar, Dhopper, Jnisalmore, Bikanir, 
Yonk, (;waher and parte of Bagkeikh: nd. 
The prices of wheat in the lavjaub are 
from eight to ten seers per rupee, in 3om- 
bay from ten to twelve seers per rupee, 
The effect of the railway facilities will 
be to diffuse the distresa, making it less 
intense, A few small riots have been re- 
ported, mostly owing to the export of 
wheat baving the effect of raising prices. 
The troops have twice been called out, 
once unnecessarily. Several thougand 
tons of California wheat have reached 
Calcutta, and 30,000 tons are believed to 
bave been cought for India, batthe home 
prices are said to be rising. When the 
news of this import reached Jubbulpur 
the price fell from 54 to 10 seers per ra- 
pee, Thereare 52,500 persons now em- 
ployed in rehef work. 

Sur Richard Temple, who hes had ex 
perience in Indian affairs since 18%, who 
wasatone time secretary of Sir John 
Lawrence, finance minister of India from 
1S6S to 1874 and who waa then appointed 
to siperintend the relief operations in the 
famine stricken districts of Bengal; after 
which he served as governor of Bombay, 
has been interviewed on the threatened 
India famine. cir Richard alluded to 
the import of California wheat as a 
unique factor in the situation, He said : 
*{t appears that this wheat can be loaded 
at Caica:ta and sold at from 5 to seers 
per rupee. Sach @ possibility wag never 
dreamed off in my time. If thia be true 
it will euffice to fillthe shortage in the 
Indian supply. Certainly. American 
wheat sold in [India at that price will 
snilice for the distressed districts. I do 
not eee the need for the government to 
intervene in this matter. if the thing 
can be done, traders will do it better un- 
aided. I think that thiais a vital matter

verify it if this ia possible, and if so they 
shouid not intervene. If the American 
supply failed, then I do not think there 
is sufficient wheat in India to meet the 
scarcity and the povesumen! mignt have 
to buy eupplies wherever favorabie oppor- 
tunity offered.” 
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GOLD IN MANITOBA. 


RECENT DISCOVERIES ON THE EAST- 
ERN SHORES. 


Claims Taken Up aud Recorded at the 
Land Office Here—S»me Good Fiads 
Reported—Activity Amorg Prospectors 
—A Mine Now in C peration. 


About sixteen years ago the discovery 
of gold bearing quartz on the eastern 
shores of Lake Winnipeg was announ 
to the world and no iittle excitement 
cauaed in Winnipeg and the town of Sel- 
kirk over the supposed addition to Mani. 
toba’s natural resources. However the 
land boom which was raging ite 
fiercest just at that time was enfficient 
to engrose the whole attention of specu- 
lators and capitalists and the discovery 
of the yellow metal was practically over- 
looked. Thongh a number of claims 
were located on the eastern shorea and on 


some of the islands of the lake, 
they for lack of outside attention 
and support gradually feil from 


public view, and the claims were 
abandoned. These claims were situated 
between the Bad Throat and Wild Rice 
rivers, some sixty miles from Selkirk. 
The recent boom in mining properties in 
the Kootenay and Lake of the Woods 
districts led some of the men who had 
previously eecn what the possibilities of 
that region were to return to the Lake 
Winnipeg district where the precious 
metal was known to exist and continued 
the exploratiors begun by them many 
years before, Among these was Mr, 
Geo. Melvin, of Winnipeg, who is a min- 
ing engineer and progpector of many 
years experience. His faith in the 
country had never wavered, and when 
interviewed by a Free Press reporter he 
was making entry for aclaim on what he 
considers a very rich lead. His newest 
find is somewhat back from the lake 
shore, and from washings he has made 
he is confident it will go from $150 to 
$250 per ton. Mr, Melvin gays his ore 
is good free milling stuff and the vein 
from which the specimens he had with 
him were taken can be traced for miles 
across the country. 

Another gentleman, a Mr. McCoy, has 
filed a claim for a location near that of 
Mr. Melvin. 

In conversation with Mr. Stephenson, 
the crown timber agent, the information 
was obtained that great activity existe 
smong the prospectors along the eastern 
shore, and that no less than thirty ap- 
plications heve been received for locations 
within avery recont period. The pros- 
pectors who went back to renew their 
claims made years ago, discovered more 
promising mines in many cases, and new 
applications were the result. The gold- 
bearing country is a continuation. of the 
Huronian formation in which the Lake 
of the Woods and Seine river gold fields 
lie. It seems to strike Lake Winnipeg 
jast at the Narrows, From specimens he 
has seen, and from reporte brought in by 
prospectors, Mr. Stephenson believes that 
gold exists there in paying quan- 
tities. The oldest and most ad- 
vanced claim in the whole re- 
gion, is situated on the Hole river, and 
ig being developed by Mr. McKay, a 
practical miner, for a firm of Americana 
capitalista, They have now six or eight 
men employed, and have reached a depth 
of some twenty-nine feet, to which depth 
the ore has continued to grow richer and 
lega ratractive. 

Mr. Perdue, the legal representative of 
the American firm, who are carrying on 
the work of development at Hole river, 
was visited by a Free Press reporter. 

‘*Yen,” aid he, in answer to a question, 
‘‘we have beon carrying on operations on 
the Hole river fortwo or three years. 
Two years ago Mr. McKay went ia and 
has been there ever since in charge of 
the work. At firet the resulta were not 
very good, but last August,an American 
expert, one of the best men on the con- 
tinent, was sent up, and under his far- 
ther « irectiong the excavations were con- 
tinued to a greater depth. The expert 
expressed himself ag pleased with the 
prospects of metal,and took back with him 
alarge number of eamples and speci- 
mens. The difficulty, however, has been 
that the ore ia of such a kind that it does 
not yield to the ordinary methods of re- 
duction practised in the United States 
and Canada, and the expert took a 
quantity of the ore with him in order 
to work out a method of extracting gold. 
The difficulty seems to be the presence of 
tellurium, with which the gold forma an 
alloy which is lostin the ordinary pro- 
cess. The exnert expressed the opinion 
that he had no doubt as to the presence 
of gold in paying quantities when the 
proper method for ita extraction was 
found. 

it is believed that the first explored 
portion and the locations taken up are 
but the edge of a large mineral fieid. It 
igallin the Huronian formation which 
is bounded on the south by the Winni- 
peg river and is comparatively narrow at 
the lake, but widens as it extends east- 
ward. Therocks throughout this whole 
sections are rich in minerals of all kinds. 

“The discovery of these minerals will 
prove an additional argument for St. 
Andrew’s lovk,” said Mr. Perdue as the 
reporter jeft him. Should these mines 
prove protitab!e St. Andrew’s Rapide will 
be more than ever a hindrance to Winn!

Mr. Isaac N. Ford says, in his weekly 
ble letterto the New York Tribane- 


“While England and the United States © 


areslowly and laboriously reashing an 
agreement on the Venezuelan dispute, 
involving the queetion of title to tropical 
forests and swamps, for the most part 
valueless, the Guiana sugar planters are 
holding conferences and presenting me- 
morials to the home government on be- 
haif of the sugar industry, which has 
apparently received its death blow from 
the bounties paid by Germany, Austria 
and France to the beet producers. Noth- 
ing is cheaper than sugar in England, but 
the staple indastry and trade of the Weat 
Indies has been ruined by European 
competition, against which the mother 
country has not protected her colonies. 
The Guiana planters, when they are not 
asking for bounties Or countervening 
duties, are suggesting the aseembiing of 
a Earopean congress for the adolition of 
bounties. The Manchester Courier savs 
that the existence of the British Wes« 
India colonies is now at stake, bat the 
eugar question is generally passed over in 
silence. The prosperity of England’s 
sugar islands might easily be reatored by 
atariffin their favor and against the 
beet countries, but that situation of Mr. 
Chamborlain’s main problem ia not prac— 
ticable, because it involves non-confor- 
mity with the sacred canon of free trade.
